of Richmond may be said to be now under 
way, as far as the initial stage is concerned, 
but there is yet hig work to do before any- 
thing of real moment shall have been ac- 
complished.

Tf the full enenid of the’ dig factories 
are met in regard to their immediate need 
of housing, it will take at least two thou- 
sand new houses, and that very soon. Pre- 
suming that they ean be built by wholesale 


_ At.$1500, that would require-three million 
-dollars for the houses alone, to say nothing 


about the lots, which presumably mean an- 
other’ million. 

This is an immense ‘amount of money, 
and Mure is no other way to handle the 
‘proposition, or any major part of it, other 
than by 9 joint stock -home-building cor- 
poration, having the undivided support 
of all our citizens, as well as our manufac- 
turing interests, and other big: interests. 

Inasmuch as these houses are required 


~for the accommodation of the factory em- 


ploves, it would seem at first thought that 
the. hig coneerns employing the men who 
are to he accommodated-would take a lively 
interest in the project and could be de- 
pended ypon to subseribe liberally to the 
stock of the company . But will they? 
‘That‘is the question. . 

We should say, offhand, that the powder 


{company ought to take about: $50,000 worth 
} of, that'stock, and the oil company the 


same, with the Pullman Company, Western 
Pipe and Steel, Certain-teed ‘and others 
getting in proportionately, according to 
their importance and needs ‘i ‘in this housing 
line." We eannot see why they should not, 


: and be glad to, bnt. that is ne guatantey 


whatever that they will. That remains to 
be ascertained, and it will be up to the com- 
mittee of ten to find out. If they do not 
respond liberally it will be impossible for 
Richmond to handle more than half of this 
proposition, and the other half will slip 
away to Oakland and other communities, 

With such a corporation, backed by the 
right kind of people and interests, the big 
realty men could well afford to’ deed 
outright the major portion of the building 
lots required, and take in payment therefor 
stock of the company, for good reasons, 
chief of which being the fact that ‘such a 
building boom and the influx of ten thou- 
sand new people here would greatly stimu- 
late real estate business as well as all 
other kinds of business; also because the 
stock in-such a-company would. pay fairly 
good dividends, and further, because Rich- 
mond would prosper as never before, and 
they would of course share in the pros? 
perity. 

Bear in mind that this is.a oo big 
project—no child’s play, and while the in- 
dividual lot or house is acceptable, it is 
only a drop in the bucket. In figuring this 
out vou must think in millions, or not think
